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Mr Brown congratulated this 
paper’s ‘Your Money - Your Loss’ 
drive, which is already bringing con- 
artists to book, saying that while 
unemployment levels are low the 
need to stamp out benefit cheats is as 
strong as ever. 

He said: “Everyone who can work 


must be available for work, and we 
will not tolerate people who are cheat¬ 
ing the welfare system and taking 
money away from people who really 
need it. 

“That is why I congratulate 
Yourswale on its campaign to root out 
the benefit cheats. 

“We now have one million fewer peo¬ 
ple on out-of-work benefits than in 
1997. 

“But we need to go further now in 
training every person still on benefits

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Lack of support 
is Mayor's own 
fault, say angry 
councillors

COUNCIL members have 
hit back at outgoing Mayor 
Trevor Fentiman following 
his explosive comments on 
leaving office. 

Mr Fentiman, who failed to win 
the Conservative nomination to 
stand in last week’s election, criti¬ 
cised a perceived lack of support 
from the town council, which he 
alleges is the result of a class divide 
amongst the ruling Tories. 

He made the claims in a Q&A you 
can read on page 8 of Yourswale this 
week. 

Yet Cllr Derrick Swain has defend¬ 
ed members claiming it was Mr 
Fentiman’s own lack of leadership 
that resulted in his abandonment. 

He said: “Trevor’s main failing as 
mayor, in contrast to his hard work 
and success in representing the 
town, has been a huge absence of 
leadership at council. 

“He might wish to be reminded 
that all but one councillor supported 
his re-election as mayor for a second 
term. 

“His inability to get his party’s 
nomination by majority vote to stand 
as a candidate in the recent local 
elections should be taken as a failing 
on his part, not as a result of any plot 
against him. 

“It is a shame that the blame cul¬ 
ture appears to be alive and well in 
Trevor’s interpretation of events. 

“And claims of class prejudice are 
the last resort of a charlatan. 

“That the 2004 to 2008 town coun¬ 
cil boasted a very good cross section 
of local society was indeed a 
strength.” 

The mayor, who will stand down on 
Sunday, May 11, also lashed out at 
fellow town councillors’ lack of gen¬ 
erosity when it came to supporting

his charity work, in which he is aim¬ 
ing to raise £10,000 for the town 
council. 

Only one town councillor - Brian 
Mulheme - attended the ex-mayor’s 
recent birthday party at the Prince 
of India Restaurant in Faversham, 
at which he was taking donations. 

Cllr Fentiman instead celebrated 
with visiting mayors, other borough 
councillors, friends and guests. 

Cllr Swain said: “The claim that he 
lacked fundraising support from the 
majority of his fellow councillors is 
unfair. 

“Not once did the mayor ask coun¬ 
cillors for help in arranging and 
organising fundraising events. 

“Councillors’ pockets are heavily 
stretched by charity events during 
the annual calendar, and it is best 
not to count the cost. 

“I hope Trevor will enjoy a rest 
from local politics, and put any 
wrongly conceived bitterness behind 
him.”

working with employers to provide 
more job opportunities for them. But 
in return for these new opportunities, 
there will be new responsibilities.” 

The Prime Minister’s praise follows 
hot on the heels of similar support 
from his appointed fraud minister 
James Plaskitt. 

The minister said: “I am all in 
favour in papers such as Yourswale 
getting involved in this. I think it 
helps get the message across to the 
small minority of people who think 
they can get away with fraud. 

“It gives the message to the rest of 
the community that it will not be tol¬ 
erated.” 

Mr Plaskitt said the government’s 
fraud and error department had 
helped bring a record number of 
fraudsters to justice - resulting in a 
dramatic fall in the cost of benefit 
fraud. 

He said: “We are now catching a 
record number of people. Last year we 
successfully prosecuted 624 people in 
Kent. Five years ago the total figure 
lost to the taxpayer was £2.3 billion. 
Last year that had dropped to £800 
million.”

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Tories tighten their 
grip on the council

THE Conservatives tightened their 
grip on Swale council - gaining one 
seat in the local elections. 

The Tories won three seats on Thursday 
night - replacing the Liberal Democrats in 
Minster Cliffs and St Michael's, and Labour in 
Queenborough and Halfway - but also lost two 
to the Lib Dems in Davington and Sheppey 
First in Sheppey Central. 

Both Labour and the Lib Dems ended the 
night with one less seat than they started with. 

Conservative leader Andrew Bowles, who 
retained his Boughton and Courtney ward by a 
landslide, said: “It’s been a great day for the 
Conservatives and for the people of Swale. 

“I think the result demonstrates two things. 
One, Swale residents are happy with the direc¬ 
tion we’re taking the area forward and two, 
they’ve sent a clear message to Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown that people in rural areas are 
not pleased. 

“The sooner he goes the better.” 

Labour leader Angela Harrison said: “I feel 
really disappointed for Jackie Constable, who 
lost her seat in Queenborough and Halfway. 

“She was a good local councillor. On the 
doorsteps people were saying ‘we know she’s 
good’ but these people didn’t vote. It’s not a lack 
of support, the voters just didn’t turn out.” 

Lib Dem leader Elvie Lowe said: “We were 
fighting a Tory surge, they did very well. 

“Labour did very badly and we just about 
held our own but we knew it was going to be 
difficult. 

“We didn’t expect to lose the seats we did, 
though. Those councillors were awfully hard¬ 
working and had an awful amount of support. 

“We’re now looking towards the next elec¬ 
tions.”

Polytunnels to 
be contested 
due to fears 
for the view 


Police operation 
takes dodgy cars 
off the streets 


A PLAN to build polythene tunnels 
for fruit growing on 27 hectares of 
land is being opposed by a parish 
council - even though the proposers 
say it could create 180 new jobs. 

Hemhill Parish Council says it 
will contest a planning application 
from Heme Hill Nurseries to build 
the stmctures - known as polytun¬ 
nels. 

The planning application is cur¬ 
rently with Swale council who will 
have the final say. 

The nursery group has grown 
1,200 tonnes of strawberries a year 
on its current 15 hectares, distribut¬ 
ing the fruit nationwide and 
employing 20 people. 

They said the expansion would 
provide 180 new jobs - but residents 
claim they would be an eyesore as 
the area concerned is the equivalent 
to 68 football pitches. 

Jason Davis-Baker, site director at 
Hemhill Nurseries, said: “We will 
work to minimise that problem and 
we’ll talk to the neighbours it affects 
most.” 

In a landmark decision in 2006, 
the High Court mled planning per¬ 
mission was needed before polytun¬ 
nels could be erected. 


UNTAXED and abandoned cars 
were removed from the streets of 
Swale this week during a police 
blitz. 

Police seized 36 untaxed vehicles 
during the week-long crackdown as 
part of Operation Cubit. 

Two vehicles were also seized for 
having no insurance and officers 
fined two people for not wearing seat 
belts. 

Operation Cubit is a joint initiative 
that aims to respond to the problem 
of untaxed, uninsured or abandoned 
vehicle which can become a target 
for vandals. 

Four police officers a day worked 
on the operation using an automatic 
number plate recognition system, as 
well as patrols and intelligence gath¬ 
ered from the council, local police 
officers and police community sup¬ 
port officers. 

Chief Inspector Mark Chambers, 
Swale’s borough commander, said: 


“This has been another successful 
operation and reinforces our com¬ 
mitment to removing as many 
untaxed and abandoned vehicles as 
we can to ensure that our residents 
can enjoy a better quality of life and 
cleaner, safer streets.” 

During the operation vehicles can 
be clamped, confiscated or removed, 
and unless registered owners are 
able to pay the tax owing and pro¬ 
vide valid MOT and insurance, the 
vehicle will be destroyed. 

The operation was run with the 
DVLA and Swale council. 

Alistair Andrews, environmental 
response manager for Swale council, 
said: “We’re pleased to be involved in 
a project that identifies and deters 
people who are flouting the law. 

“Abandoned cars cause a safety 
hazard and spoil our countryside. 
Operations like these go a long way 
towards our objectives of creating a 
cleaner and a safer Swale.”

Star-studded line-up the hottest ticket in town

THE three-month build-up to 
the biggest music event to come 
to Kent in decades is nearing 
completion. 

The four stages, which will host more 
than 50 top UK and international bands 
and DJs, are now in place for Radio l’s 
Big Weekend in Mote Park, Maidstone. 

The festival - on Saturday and Sunday 
- will be headlined by Madonna, The 
Kooks, The Editors, Raconteurs, Fatboy 
Slim and Kent’s own Pete Tong. 

About 34,000 tickets have been allo¬ 
cated - with the vast majority going to 
music fans in Maidstone and the rest of 
the county. 

Chance 

Forty-five per cent, or 15,300, went to 
people living in the county town, with a 
further 40 per cent, or 13,600, going to 
fans across the rest of Kent. 

Ten per cent, or 3,400, went to the sur¬ 
rounding areas of Sussex, Surrey, Essex and 
London, and five per cent, or 1,700, tickets 
were allocated across the rest of the UK 

A Radio 1 spokeswoman said: “You had 
the highest chance of getting a ticket if 
you lived in Maidstone - with a one in 16 
chance for Saturday and a one in nine 
chance for Sunday. 

‘You also had more of a chance of being

allocated a ticket if you lived in Kent than 
the rest of the UK.” 

A ticket tout has already tried to sell a 
pair of Saturday tickets - when Madonna 
takes to the main stage - for £500 on an 
auction website. 

But Radio 1 bosses have warned music 
fans not to take a costly gamble, as for past 
events tickets have been sold for hundreds 
of pounds only for the seller to declare their 
tickets lost and get replacements. 

The buyer will not know if the tickets 
have been invalidated until they get to 
the entrance gates. 

All of the tickets also have the holder’s 
name and address, and a unique barcode, 
on them, and there will be ID checks 
before admission. 

Security, policing and transport 
arrangements are in place to ensure the 
festival runs without a hitch. 

Police warned this week that anti-social 
behaviour will not be tolerated - with offi¬ 


cers given extra powers by the courts to 
disperse known troublemakers. 

Anyone found hanging around Mote 
Park who does not have a ticket and is 
causing a disturbance will be moved on. 

Posters have gone up in the area 
advising residents of the order, which 
will come into effect tomorrow and 
Thursday’s and run until Sunday. 

Event commander, Superintendent Ian 
Hall, said: “Should officers see anyone 
from Maidstone who is known for anti¬ 
social behaviour and who is not in posses¬ 
sion of tickets for the event, then they will 
be warned that a dispersal order is in 
place and moved on.” 

Ticket holders have been urged to use 
public transport or walk to the festival - 
rather than use cars. 

Extra park and ride services will run 
from London Road and Sittingbourne 
Road until midnight on both days, 
together with extra buses coming from 
Medway and along the London Road. 

South Eastern is also providing extra 
trains to Maidstone East and West stations. 

Maidstone council and Kent police hope 
to keep disruption to a minimum and 
there will be no parking in Mote Park or 
surrounding residential roads. 

Anyone found parking illegally risks a 
fine or being towed away, but residents 
have been sent permits to allow them to 
get to and from their homes.

All that glitters is Goldfrapp 


GLAM-pop duo Goldfrapp will 
bring their synthesized sounds to 
Mote Park on Sunday afternoon, 
writes Simon Robinson. 

The established London 
electro/disco outfit, fronted by lead 
singer Alison Goldfrapp from 
whom the band take their name, 
will take a break from a string of 
sold out solo gigs to perform at the 
Big Weekend. 

But despite notching up five top 20 
singles in their nine year career - 
most notably the infectious club hit 
Ooh La La - composer Will Gregory 
said accepting Radio l’s invite to play 
during the open-air two-dayer was 
somewhat of an enjoyable risk. 

Speaking from a New York hotel 
on the morning of the band’s last 


mini-US tour gig, he said: 
“Festivals are great but are sort of 
a double-edged sword. 

“The audiences are serious music 
fans but they haven’t come specifi¬ 
cally to see you, so people will just 
fall away if they’re not interested 
in what you’re doing. 

“On the other hand, it’s great 
playing to people on the second day 
of festivals when they’re right in 
the middle of letting go. 

‘You don’t get that at one-off gigs. 

“Festivals also take away the 
comfort zone of sound checks, so 
we’re going to have to get on the 
stage and go with it. 

“That gives the performance an 
exciting edge. There’s a rawness to 
it. We’ve got to give it our best shot.” 


With their travel arrangement 
back to Blighty not yet finalised, 
Will said he didn’t know if he 
would make it down to Maidstone 
in time for the Big Weekend’s 
opening day, headlined by the 
Queen of Pop Madonna. 

He said: “We’re planning on 
staying in America for a couple of 
days but I’d like to come down for 
the Saturday. 

“I’d quite like to see Guillemots 
and Editors. That’s the nice thing 
about festivals, you get to see 
other bands play.” 

Chances are the stage wings will 
be packed with equally interested 
artists for Goldfrapp’s set, having 
built up a legion of admirers both 
in and out of the British music 


scene since their Felt Mountain 
2000 debut. 

Will said their success on the 
home-front was due to their tradi¬ 
tional feel. 

He said: “What we do is quite 
English or British, we’re slightly 
eccentric and have a quirky sense 
of humour. 

“It’s that character that maybe 
people connect with.” 

Goldfrapp’s latest album, 
Seventh Tree, moves on from the 
hard-hitting disco roots the band 
have made their own, to a warm 
acoustic sound. 

Goldfrapp take to the main stage 
on Sunday afternoon, performing 
after the Pigeon Detectives and 
before US rap star Nelly.

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THE Feeling will spend all of 
Saturday at the Big Weekend 
checking out the new talent 
being showcased across its four 
stages, writes Jon Coates. 

The indie outfit, from Sussex and 
London, are the second act on the main 
stage, following openers The Hoosiers. 

They plan to then wander around the site 
taking in bands they have not seen while 
on tour in Japan and working on their sec¬ 
ond album Join With Us, which went to 
number one in the album chart in 
February. 

Drummer Paul Stewart said: “It was 
incredible. You spend so many months trying 
to get a record as good as you think it can be, 
but you never know if it will meet everyone 
else’s expectations. 

“So we were over the moon with the recep¬ 
tion the second album got - it was amazing.” 

Sunny 

The Feeling went on a mini-tour of the 
UK in March and will support Bon Jovi at 
four stadium gigs in June, before going out 
on their own main tour in the autum. 

When the call came in from Radio 1 to 
take part in the Big Weekend, they jumped 
at the chance of getting involved during a 
break in their gigging schedule. 

Paul said: “The Big Weekend is a one-off 
for us. It’s really nice to be asked and we 
said ‘yes please’ straight away. 

‘We are looking forward to it. Fingers 
crossed for the weather. It’s great to have 
people going nuts in a field to good music, 
but if it’s a beautiful sunny day, there is 
nothing better than hanging around 


having a few beers and seeing some bands. 

“We will be there all day taking it all in. 
A lot of the time due to our schedule we 
turn up an hour before we play and then an 
hour later leave, which is a shame. 

“We always ask when possible if we can 
get there towards the start and go home at 
the end.” 

The drummer said he is looking forward 
to discover great new bands: “The main 
focus is understandably on the main stage, 
but there are a lot of up and coming break¬ 
through acts that we many never have 
heard of that are great to see. 

“We have spent a lot of time in Japan 
recently and people starting talking to us 
about bands we have missed while we have 
been away. 

“We will just wander around and see 
what is going on, as live music is in such a 
healthy state at the moment.” 

The Feeling also relish the challenge of 
coverting new fans at festivals. 

Paul said: “Festivals are the only opportu¬ 
nity you get to play to people who may be 
half interested in seeing you or people on 
their way to another stage. 

“It takes you back to when you are play¬ 
ing in pubs and clubs trying to convert a 
new crowd.” 

And for the drummer it will be even more 
special as he has family in Maidstone. 

The Feeling played a gig in Dover earlier 
this year and at the festival in Port Lympne 
last year, so are no strangers to Kent. 

Paul said: “It’s nice to see Radio 1, who 
can go anywhere, chose to have the Big 
Weekend in Maidstone. I think this is nice 
and fitting.” 

The only dilemma his band has is how 
many of their hits they will be able to cram 
into their half-hour slot. 


Annie Mac's in town 


RADIO 1 DJ Annie Mac is looking for¬ 
ward to the best Big Weekend yet. 

The rising star, 29, (pictured) will be one 
of the busiest people working at the two- 
day event in Maidstone. 

She will broadcast her weekend show 
from backstage at Mote Park from 1pm to 
4pm on Saturday and Sunday. 

Annie will be filming her music TV show 
Sound on BBC2 on Saturday at... with Nick 
Grimshaw, with the show to be 
broadcast on BBC2 on May 17. 

The Dublin-born DJ then 
has the dubious task of head¬ 
lining the Outdoor DJ Stage 
on the Saturday night - at 
the same time as Madonna 
takes to the main stage. 

Annie will then hot-foot it 
across to the Aftershow Party 
at Maidstone Studios for an 
early slot, before grabbing a 
few hours sleep in prepara¬ 
tion for the Sunday. 

She said she cannot wait for 
the festival to get underway: 


“The Big Weekend is one of those events 
where I always feel very proud of what it 
can do. 

“The DJs get to hang out and be part of 
something big, you feel part of a big force. 

“This will be my third Big Weekend and 
without doubt this will be the best one yet 
- the line-up is better than Reading, or 
Leeds, or Glastonbury, it is incredible. 

“The main stage line-up was impres¬ 
sive, but when I saw the In 
New Music We Trust Stage 
line-up I was blown away - 
as it has all the upcoming 
bands that you want to see.” 

Annie added: “I am looking 
forward to seeing Vampire 
Weekend. I saw them at a 
small gig a long time ago, so 
to see them playing on a big 
stage will be cool. 

“I love The Futureheads, 
they are a great band, and 
Pendulum - many people will 
not have seen them live and 
are in for a treat.”

Team pays back 
at county park 

CONVICTED vandals have been giving some¬ 
thing back to the community by helping clear 
a nature reserve. 

The Community Payback team, run by the 
probation service, hauled logs out of the 
stream at the Oare Gunpowder Works 
Country Park into surrounding woodland to 
help create a new wildlife habitat. 

Sheila Smith, countryside officer for Swale 
council, said: “Vandals have thrown wood into 
the streams. This blocked water courses, was 
detrimental to wildlife and made the place 
look a mess.” 

“The offenders have also cleared away tyres 
and other rubbish such as tins and bottles - 
basic work, but work that is essential to keep 
the site clean and that would have cost us a lot 
of money to pay a contractor to do.” 

Alan Marolia, the council contracts officer 
responsible for grounds maintenance, calcu¬ 
lates that work carried out by offenders over 
the past year is worth more than £50,000, 
work that would not otherwise have been 
done. 

He said: “They became victims of this type of 
crime, which was a good education for them.”

QUESTION & ANSWER 




q: 


What have been the highs and lows of your two years as 
mayor of Faversham? 



A The highs have been the generosity of the 
people of Faversham and how they sup¬ 
ported me and my charity. 

The lows have been the fact that my fellow 
councillors haven’t supported me, with a few 
honourable exceptions. 

They not only didn’t support my charity but 
tried to get me removed from office by report¬ 
ing me several times to the Standards in 
Public Life Board. 

Each time I was exonerated. 


Was there a clash of cultures between yourself and your 
fellow Conservative councillors? 


A Being a working class guy myself, I wanted 
to attract employment to the town rather 
than allow the housing spree the Conservative 
group has presided over which has taken over 
our industrial sites. 

We have seen the demise of Smedleys, 
Fremlins and Frank and Whittome and we 
the empty shops in our town. 


Do you think there's a clique of councillors who have got 
their own agenda on how the town should be run? 


They want to see Faversham turned into a 
dormitory town for London where local 
people won’t be able to afford to buy houses. 
They want us to be another Whitstable with¬ 


out the industry. Regenerating the creek and 
relying on tourism isn’t going to bring prosper¬ 
ity, not when you are next door to a tourist 
magnet like Canterbury. 

Swale has a tourist information centre but 
we don’t seem to co-operate with anyone so 
Faversham can be a part of East Kent’s tourist 
experience. 

Faversham is a unique setting. History is all 
around you, and I feel it can be pushed better. 
We hold fantastic one-off events like the Hop 
Festival but nothing is sustained. 


Q 


So some of your ex-colleagues ignore what goes on 
around them? 


A I think they do. We were discussing a plan 
to build houses on a filling station in Stone 
Street and one of my colleagues wasn’t aware 
there was a petrol station at Tesco about a 
quarter of a mile away. 


Q: 


Q Do you think local politics should be left to local people, 
and do you think decision making is becoming removed 
from the average voter? 

A You only have to look at the way councillors 
are told to toe the party line. 

The way parties are whipped to ensure they 
vote the right way only makes members vot¬ 
ing fodder. If you have an original point of view 
that differs from the masses, people shout you 
down. 

Many times you see decisions made along 
party lines rather than what’s best for the dis¬ 
trict or the town. 

To run a town council like Faversham you 
need consensus after a healthy debate. Also 
you must be able to speak your mind without 
other members ganging up and trying to des¬ 
elect you every five minutes. 


Do you think Faversham is being strangled by Swale 
council's centralisation on Sittingbourne? 


Q 


I What are you going to do now you are no longer mayor 
of Faversham? 


A The council plans to close the cash office in 
the Alexandra Centre but hasn’t said how 
people can pay their council tax. Everybody 
knows where the council offices are. It is short 
sighted but that’s what I have come to expect 
from Swale council. 

Not everyone has got a bank account, Pay 
Pal or a computer, and some people can’t 
afford to go to Sittingbourne to pay in cash. 


A I’m taking it easy. I’m marrying my long 
term partner Wendy. Not being mayor 
doesn’t mean I’ve given up on the people who 
supported me. 

It seems to me the one thing missing in pol¬ 
itics at the moment is nobody seems to stand 
up for the working classes. 

They seem to be ignored and as a result are 
being priced out of things like a roof over their 
heads, which not so long ago they would have 
taken as read.

How Kray twins got on 
their bikes around Kent 

NOTORIOUS gangsters Ronnie and Reggie Kray 
loved “cycling down country lanes” in Kent touring 
antique shops for bargains. 

The bizarre revelation about the killers, who 
were, jailed for life in 1969 for the murders of Jack 
'The Hat’ McVitie and George Cornell, are in The 
Kray Tapes, which went on sale this week. 

The interviews with Ronnie, Reggie and Charlie 
Kray, reveal they got out of London as often as possible. 

In the 1989 interview - never heard before - with 
Kent author Robin McGibbon - Ronnie says: “We 
used to go every weekend and used to go cycling 
along country lanes and go to antique shops.” 

And Ronnie, who died at 61 of a heart attack in 
March 1995, said he and Reg - who died in October 
2000 from bladder cancer at the age of 66 - said 
they never committed any crimes when they 
toured Kent, Suffolk, Sussex and Hertfordshire on 
their bikes. 

He said: 'We loved the peacefulness, nice scenery 
and the quiet. We used to go for long walks along 
country lanes - it was smashing.” 

Mr McGibbon, started corresponding with the 
twins while they were in prison and taped inter¬ 
views during visits.

CLAIRVOYANT and ghost-hunter 
Mia Dolan used her brain power to 
raise money for children’s hospice 
Demelza House by winning a TV 
quiz show.

The trio spend two nights in a “haunted” build¬ 
ing attempting to find evidence of ghostly activity. 

Mia has been a constant supporter of 
Sittingboume’s Demelza House - which cares for 
seiously ill children - and met residents and staff 
during her visit to present the Weakest Link 
prize money. 

“From personal experience, there’s no greater 
pain than losing a child,” she said. “So it’s a great 
honour for me to help Demelza in any way I can.” 

Sue Booth, the charity’s campaigns manager, 
said: We were delighted when we heard that Mia 
was donating her winnings to us and even more 
so when she came to visit. 

“This is a fantastic amount and donations like 
Mia’s will enable us to continue caring for the 
children and families who need our services.” 

Dedicated 

Demelza provides respite, symptom control, 
end-of-life care and bereavement support for 
more than 450 children and their fami li es across 
the South East. 

It has a play area, therapy units and even a 
whirlpool bath. Dedicated staff ensure that each 
child makes the most of every moment spent in 
the hospice. 

Another feature is a bereavement suite - 
known as the Hop Garden - which allows a fam¬ 
ily to let go and say goodbye to a child at their 
own pace. 

The charity, which marks its 10th anniversary 
this year, also has a Tiospice at home’ service, 
with paediatric nurses offering visits to homes, 
and emergency cover and assistance from groups 
such as bereavement charity Cruse. 


MORE women are needed to take part in 
5km fun-runs aimed at raising money for 
the fight against cancer. 

Cancer Research UK is looking for ladies 
to join in Race for Life events across the 
county during the next two months. 

Interest has been high for the flagship 
fund-raising drive in some areas but disap¬ 
pointing in others.

THE Prince’s Trust is looking for 
volunteers to help unemployed 
young people get back into the 
workplace in a new initiative for 
the county 

The mentoring scheme has been successful 
in other parts of the UK and this summer it 
will be launched in Kent. 

It is aimed at assisting young people who 
want to move on with their lives and build on 
the confidence and skills they have acquired 
while completing a course run by the trust. 

The role requires a commitment of two 
hours fortnightly over six months and includes 
offering support and encouragement in explor¬ 
ing training and education opportunities. 

Gill Rogers is responsible for the implemen¬ 
tation of the scheme. She said: “It has been 
successful elsewhere so it is natural that we 
want to expand it and help people in Kent. 

“The volunteers we are looking for do not 
need an armful of qualifications. But what 
they do require is a commitment to working 
with and assisting young people who are 
unemployed to achieve their goals. 


“The scheme is an expansion of one we have 
already used called business mentoring. This 
is more a personal mentoring approach, 
although the actual title is progression men¬ 
toring.” 

The people who take on the challenge will be 
asked to form a bond and a meaningful rela¬ 
tionship with young people who are often edu¬ 
cational under-achievers, care-leavers or ex¬ 
offenders. 

And those who have already taken part say 
the scheme is extremely rewarding. Steve 
Arnold has been a progression mentor for 
three years. 

“It is really inspiring to be able to see them 
move on and to succeed in their lives and to 
feel that you have had a hand in that.” 

Michael Pike, 24, was mentored by Mr 
Arnold for six months after he completed a 
personal development course run by the trust. 

He said: “When I finished the course I was 
worried I would lose motivation and just go 
back to doing nothing. Steve really helped 
keep me focused. He always had good ideas 
and seemed to really believe in me.” 

The Prince’s Trust helped more than 3,000 
disadvantaged young people in the South East 
last year and works with 14 to 30-year-olds 
who have struggled to find a place in society 
for any number of reasons.

KENT International Airport is undertaking a 
major public survey to measure the demand 
for the airport near Ramsgate. 

The site, which is currently able to handle 
800,000 passengers a year, on one of the UKs 
longest runways. 

The survey is being run with KOS Media’s 
www.kentnews.co.uk and all those taking 
part stand a chance of winning a free holiday 
in Majorca. Kent Escapes is offering flights, 
transfers and half-board accommodation for 
two adults. 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of Kent 
International Airport, said he is confident the 
results of the survey will back up their own 
research showing increased demand for 
flights from the Manston site. 

He said: “This is an opportunity for the 


Kent public to let us know how they would 
like to use the airport in the future and in 
particular the places they would want to fly 
to, the frequency of their air travel and how 
much they currently spend on travel.” 

The survey coincides with reports that 
BAA’s ownership of seven UK airports, “may 
not be serving well the interests of either air¬ 
lines or passengers”, according to the findings 
of the Competition Commission. 

The final report, due to be published in 
August, could force Spanish-owned BAA to 
sell one or more of its airports. 

BAA took ownership of Heathrow, Gatwick 
and Stansted more than two decades ago to 
make sure there would be enough airport 
capacity in the South East. 

According to the commission, there is still a 


shortage of capacity. Mr Clarke agreed, and 
argued that Manston was ready-made to 
offer the extra space needed. 

He added: “The lack of runway capacity in the 
South East is often raised as a potential restric¬ 
tion to the economic growth of the region. 

“At Kent International Airport we already 
have a runway that is well placed to serve 
passenger and freight airlines - Kent’s 
Airport is ready to go right now and already 
hosting daily 747 flights. 

“It is becoming very clear that Kent 
International Airport will play a significant 
part in the South East’s fixture network of 
airports which will directly benefit the dis¬ 
trict and county’s economies creating thou¬ 
sands of new jobs.”

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How to stop new 
superbug strain 


HEALTHY 


CASES of a new strain of the superbug MRSA 
- affecting young adults and children rather 
than the elderly in hospital - have increased. 

But experts say the number of cases is still 
very small and there is no cause for panic - but 
we should all take extra care when it comes to 
hygiene. 

A University of Kent student died after con¬ 
tracting a Panton-Valentine Leukocidin (PVL) 
infection last year. 

PVL is a toxic substance produced by some 
strains of MRSA, the methicillin-resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus bacterium that usually 
infects severely ill patients in hospitals. 

Young adults and children generally con¬ 
tract PVL in the community. 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, director of the 
Kent Health Protection Unit, said: “It can 
affect anyone but particularly children and 
young adults because they have close contact 
with each other.” 

Rare 

The latest HPA figures show there were 224 
cases of PVL in 2005, rising to 496 in 2006. 

In Kent, PVL infections are rare. Medway 
NHS Foundation Trust said there had been 
one case last year and that the patient had 
fully recovered. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
reported the same and East Kent NHS 
Hospitals Trust said it had never dealt with a 
case of the infection. 

Dr Chandrakumar said parents should not 
worry because the infection remains rare. 

KOS Media has been running a campaign 
aimed at raising awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of hand hygiene in combating infections 
such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Although the risk of catching PVL-MRSA is 
small the HPA recommends people take sim¬ 
ple precautions to protect themselves includ¬ 
ing hand washing and regular 
showering/bathing.

Deputy headteacher Laurel Townend 
said: “We are very fortunate in having a 
team of staff who work hard to give stu¬ 
dents a range of exciting experiences 
outside the classroom.”

Now great primary 
gets offical approval 


PARENTS’ praise of Sheldwich 
Primary School, which has 221 
pupils, has been backed by 
Ofsted inspectors, who rated 
the school as ‘good’ in their lat¬ 
est report. 

The thoughts of three delighted dads 
were included in the in-depth report, 
with one saying: “Sheldwich is a well- 
oiled ship, everyone works hard and well 
together.” 

A second said: “There has not been a 
single day my child has not wanted to go 
to school,” and another added, “this school 
serves my children admirably”. 

Lead inspector Helen Hutchings agreed 
with their comments, rating the school’s 
overall effectiveness as level two ‘good’. 

In her report Mrs Hutchings wrote of 
the Lees Court Road, Faversham, school:

Staff were also said to show real excite¬ 
ment about learning how to improve fur¬ 
ther from one another. 

Teaching overall was said to be good, 
challenging the pupils who know they are 
always expected to do their best. 

The curriculum is described as meeting 
pupils’ needs and interests well, while a 
good range of other enrichment and 
extra-curricular activities were thought 



to complement learning in lessons and 
enhance pupils’ personal development 
well. 

Students’ behavior is outstanding and 
their relationships with one another and 
with adults are friendly and respectful. 

Headteacher Sarah Garrett said: “I’m 
so pleased with the Ofsted report. 
Everyone’s worked so, so hard for this. 

“I’m particularly pleased the children 
have been recognised for their outstand¬ 
ing behaviour and attitudes towards 
healthy lifestyles. 

“The parents’ assessment made me 
happy, it’s great to know how highly they 
view the school. 

“Everybody’s working great guns here. 
Hopefully we can now move from ‘good’ to 
‘outstanding’.”

Though they 
became extremely successful, the 
Jacksons’ childhoods are believed to 
have been dominated by the strict 
attentions of their father Joseph. 

Jackson went on to begin a stagger¬ 
ingly successful solo career, his 1979 



release Off The Wall becoming the 
first ever album to feature four Top 
10 hits and going platinum seven 
times over. 

Then in 1982 he released what 
would become the world’s biggest 
selling album of all time. Sales fig¬ 
ures vary depending on the source, 
but to date Thriller is believed to 
have sold about 65 million copies. It 
also prompted what many consider 
to be the real birth of the music 
video, with the 13-minute accompa¬ 
nying film still popular today. 


Jackson continued to release high¬ 
ly successful albums and singles, but 
as the years went on his increasingly 
bizarre personal life began to over¬ 
shadow his remarkable talent. 

During the 1980s his skin began to 
visibly lighten, causing speculation 
that he was bleaching his skin, but 
he was later diagnosed with vitiligo 
and lupus. Plastic surgery and 
weight loss have also helped make 
him virtually unrecognisable as the 
young man from the Jackson Five. 

He was briefly married to Elvis 
Presley’s daughter Lisa Marie in the 
mid-90s. Then in 1996 he married 
nurse Deborah Jeanne Rowe, with 
whom he had two children, but they 
divorced three years later. 

His friendships with young boys, 
mostly conducted at his Neverland 
ranch, have also caused controversy. 
A number of accusations of child 
molestation have been made against 
Jackson, most recently leading to his 
trial and subsequent acquittal in 
2005. 

But however bizarre Jackson’s pri¬ 
vate life may become, his outstand¬ 
ing legacy as an unforgettable musi¬ 
cal force will always be celebrated.

I DON’T even notice Mackenzie 
Crook until he tries to slide past 
my chair, he is so unassuming. The 
actor who made his name as 
Gareth in The Office apologises 
needlessly and takes his seat with 
a tentative smile. 

Perhaps it is the 10 years he spent on the 
comedy circuit trying to break into acting - “I 
only meant to do it for two or three” - or the 
fact that he sees himself as an ordinary dad 
living in north London - “my daughter’s three 
months old and my son is five - but Crook 
doesn’t seem to have let his time hanging out 
with Johnny Depp while filming Pirates Of 
The Caribbean go to his head. 

Here to discuss his latest film, Three And 
Out, about a Tube driver who takes desperate 
measures to escape his miserable life, once he 
starts talking, there’s no mistaking David 
Brent’s hollow-eyed, war-obsessed right-hand 
man. 

Despite his new-found fame, the 36-year-old, 
who was bom in Maidstone and grew up in 
Dartford, says he still finds descriptions of his 
physical appearance, such as ‘cadaverous’, 
rather unfair. 

“I know I’m thin and have bags under my 
eyes, but that means corpse-like. But that’s the 
look that’s got me most of the parts I’ve 
played.” 

And as if aware that complaining about his 
looks is, at best, ridiculous, the actor grins. 
Since The Office, Crook has been embraced by 
Hollywood. Given a recurring role as Ragetti 
in the Pirates of the Caribbean trilogy, which 
has grossed almost $3 billion, he’s also worked 
with Johnny Depp in Finding Neverland and 
Matt Damon in The Brothers Grimm. 

“I feel like I’m very lucky to be working as a 
professional actor and don’t feel I have the 
right to turn down a role. During Pirates I was 
away for a very long time, almost six months

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of my son’s first year. Doing Three And Out 
was mostly based around north London which 
was ideal because I could walk to work.” 

In his latest film, Mackenzie plays Paul 
Callow, a depressed Underground train driver 
who wants to be a writer. After watching two 
people fall under his train, his workmates tell 
him that three ‘one-unders’ in a month equals 
instant retirement and a payout. And - on the 
edge of breakdown - Paul decides to find 
someone willing to be his third. 

The movie has already been the subject of 
controversy. Accusing the film’s makers of 
insensitivity, the union of train drivers protest¬ 
ed at the premiere, arguing that suicide 
shouldn’t be a source of comedy. 

“It’s a bit disappointing, I have to admit 
that,” Crook says diplomatically. “It’s not like 
my character enjoys running someone over 
and gleefully goes off to try and do it again. He 
is traumatised by it. It’s also not what we 
dwell on, and not what the movie’s about. 

“I think when the people who are 
objecting go to the movie, they’ll be pleasantly 
surprised.”

During the film, Paul Callow has a fling with 
future Bond girl Gemma Arterton. Crook says 
for the first time he was faced with a love 
scene. 

“Admittedly she didn’t know she was a Bond 
girl at the time,” he laughs. “That was a bonus. 
It was interesting that there was this roman¬ 
tic storyline in there, because I’m not often 
offered those sorts of parts.” 

But at the moment, everyone seems to love 
him. Well, apart from the train drivers’ union.

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Safari, so good for animal park

IT’S 5.30am and the 
Zimbabwean twang of the 
warden’s voice calls 
through our tent to inform 
us tea and coffee is being 
served in the lodge ahead 
of the morning safari. 

As I drag myself out of one of the 
two comfortable twin beds deep 
within the luxury canvas home on 
stilts in which I’m staying, I peer 
out over the countryside below. 

A couple of giraffes lazily nibble 
at leaves on a tree, while wilde¬ 
beest frolic as dawn break. 

As I look out across the landscape 
I can see for miles. In fact, I can see 
France. And Dungeness power sta¬ 
tion - and no, my eyes were not 
playing tricks on me. 

Billed as the only experience of 
its kind in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere, those with a penchant for 
animals and a little luxury can now 
experience the thrills of getting up 
close and personal with creatures 
more at home on the Serengeti 
than the wilds of East Kent. 

Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
halfway between Hythe and 
Ashford, started its Livingstone 


Lodge short-breaks last summer. 

The package is short and sweet - 
it’s a one-night stay - but its ability 
to transport you to a world a mil¬ 
lion miles away is remarkable. 

Checking in at 4pm, with a bucks 
fizz reception on a small decked 
area in the centre of the park, you 
and your luggage are then loaded 
on to a safari truck and with a 
group of experienced rangers - all 
of whom come complete with 


authentic Southern Africa accents 
and experience of life on the plains 
- you are transported around the 
100 acres of land, past the rhino 
and elephant enclosures, for the 
trip to your hidden retreat. 

About an hour and a half later 
you make your way to the hilltop, 
where the views down across 
Romney Marsh and the English 
Channel are quite tremendous. But 
not as tremendous as seeing a gag¬ 


gle of giraffes blocking the road a 
few yards from the tents and lodge; 
your accommodation for the night. 

In truth, the word ‘tent’ doesn’t 
actually do it justice. There’s 
enough space to not only swing a 
cat but probably a pride of lions too. 

Nor will you actually stay there 
for long. Because then it is straight 
down to the Lapa - the lodge where 
comfy sofas nestle on one side, and 
a dining area on the other. 

After welcoming drinks the 
evening meal is served around 
7.30pm. And the food was quite 
exceptional. Take your pick from 
plump prawns to slices of succulent 
beef - it was perfect. 

Bright and early the following 
morning you’re woken and after 
coffee and croissants, you’re back 
on the truck and heading off for a 
dawn safari. 

Once back there’s time for break¬ 
fast and then you are free to spend 
the rest of the day at the park. 

OK, so health and safety regula¬ 
tions mean you’re not going to pull 
up and see a lion hunting down 
some hapless antelope, nor is the 
adrenalin going to pump at the 
threat of elephants bearing down 
on you. 

But, as an experience - and per¬ 
haps more importantly - some¬ 
thing genuinely different, this may 
well prove hard to beat.

Homeowners glad 
to recommend 
builder to friends 

AROUND three quarters of people liv¬ 
ing in new houses are satisfied with the 
standard of construction and would rec¬ 
ommend their builder to a friend who 
wanted work done. 

The third annual Customer 
Satisfaction Survey by the Home 
Builders Federation showed a 76 per 
cent approval rate on the question of 
quality with 75 per cent happy to recom¬ 
mend whoever did the work to others. 

The results were very similar to last 
year, with variations of just two per cent 
in the proportion of satisfied persons. 

The survey comes after an attack on 
the industry as a whole by entrepreneur 
Eddie Shaha, who called into question 
standards of workmanship in an article 
to a magazine entitled Show Home. 

This article was attacked in turn by 
Alan Ritchie, general secretary of UK 
construction workers union UCATT. 

Federation chairman Stewart Baseley 
said: “Ensuring that customers are 
happy with their new homes is of crucial 
importance to homebuilders.” 

Villages appeal to 
quarter of people 
in dream survey 

A WISH list of dream homes has shown 
that around a quarter of people would 
like to live in a small village. 

The traditional idea of a country 
dwelling full of character tops the list of 
respondents to the survey by insurance 
firm Legal and General, called Home 
Sweet Homes. 

The survey looked at what was on offer 
in town and country and found the vil¬ 
lage was soaring in popularity - up to 25 
per cent chose it following on from just 
eight per cent last year. 

The number of people wanting to live 
in a city was nine per cent, while the 
countryside polled in 16 per cent. 

But only 15 per cent said their home 
matched up to their aspirations. 

Legal and General’s insurance mar¬ 
keting director Garry Skelton said: “The 
survey would indicate that people are 
still positive about the housing market 
given the number of respondents who 
still wish to live in their dream home.”

How green is our county? 


THE county leads the 
way when it comes to eco- 
friendly features in 
homes, according to a 
study of how green the 
UK’s houses really are. 

Solar panels, wind turbines or 
rainwater harvesting systems are 
most common in Kent - with 53 
properties on the market in the 
county having one or more of 
these. 

Devon came next with 52, while 
Hampshire (42), Surrey (36) and 
Somerset (34) all did well.

comes to houses on the market. 

The survey was undertaken by 
Globrix, an industry analyst 
group which is part owned by 
newspaper publishers News 
International. 

It discovered that the more sta¬ 
ble market in the South provided 
an equity buffer which would 
fund possibly expensive and 
optional extras. 

Homes with environmentally 
friendly features where in short 
supply in the North and Midlands 
- where the first dip in the hous¬ 
ing market was noticed around a 
yar ago. 


Solar panels, which use the 
sun’s energy to heat water or 
warm a property, have become 
increasingly popular. 

Turbines can generate electrici¬ 
ty, while collecting rainwater cuts 
down on bills. 

Other green initiatives include 
replacing standard light bulbs 
with energy-saving ones, improv¬ 
ing insulation, low-flow shower- 
heads which cut down on water 
waste. 

Window tinting to reduce heat 
loss in winter and heat gain in 
summer is also becoming more 
popular. 

But estate agents admit that 
they still regard the eco-friendly 
accessories and modicfications as 
a luxury rather than an integral 


part of the features of a property. 

James Scott-Lee of Chancellors 
said: “I am yet to come across one 
(buyer) who has come back to say 
they are unhappy with the energy 
certificate for a property, or that 
they want a lump of money off 
because they are going to have to 
install solar panels.” 

Other estate agents say they 
feel homeowners are nervous of 
installing improvements for 
which they may not be able to 
recoup the cost in a resale. 

Neil Chegwidden, head of resi¬ 
dential research at industry spe¬ 
cialists Jones Lang Lassalle said: 
“In a weaker market buyers, par¬ 
ticularly at the bottom end, are 
just looking for value for money.”

This has been made possible by convention¬ 
al steel suspension on cheaper versions, with 
Citroen’s trademark air-springing used higher 
up the range. Unfortunately, I was unable to 
try the former since the car loaned by 
Wilmoths of Ashford was an upmarket 
Exclusive with the hydro-pneumatic layout. 

For the moment, this is the preferred choice 
anyway according to Wilmoths’ manager John 
Ives, although he predicted more sales with 
the conventional layout as more people realise 
the new C5’s blend of value and style. 

I cannot argue with his confidence; looking 
beyond the frills of the 138bhp 2.0HDi 
Exclusive Auto (£21,595) I drove, it is not hard 
to see the C5’s powerful underlying proposi¬ 
tion in terms of style, comfort, fit and finish. 

Citroen diehards will be happy they can still 
buy the famous ‘feather-bed’ suspension, espe¬ 
cially as Citroen has tightened its tendency to 
roll into the bends, if not the rather light steer¬ 
ing. 

But you can also see how ‘Germanic’ under¬ 
pinnings on cheaper versions could win new 
buyers in the increasingly competitive 
family/company car sector. 


CONTROVERSY often drives suc¬ 
cessful ads, so Citroen will be 
happy with politically correct 
grumbles about the Teutonic’ 
launch campaign for its new C5. 

It headlines with a Wagnerian TV clip com¬ 
plete with sword duel, busty serving girls and 
an oompah band - stereotyping described as 
“inappropriate and tasteless” by a few MPs. 

But public reaction has been positive for a 
campaign also featuring lines like “A Touch of 
Klaus”, “Deutsch Marque”, “Smit Hot” and, for 
the forthcoming estate model, “Das Boot”. 

By now, nobody can be unaware that this 
quintessentially French car maker is taking 
on German makers at their own game. 

The new C5 is still quirky, but the newcom¬ 
er even looks German, apart from Citroen’s 
new chrome ‘moustache’ across the bonnet 
rather than Audi’s heavy ‘goatee’. 

Having caught the eye, Citroen has been 
careful not to disappoint, with a Germanic 
quality about the feel of the car, although 
prices start from a non-Audi £16,995.

No gimmicks- 
just a good CV 


NOT making spelling mistakes 
and ensuring the layout is eye¬ 
catching - elementary considera¬ 
tions when writing a CV. 

But all too often when it comes to landing 
an interview for a dream job many people are 
too lazy when it comes to presenting them¬ 
selves in the best light. 

A survey of CVs by an online recruitment 
site has found that four out of every ten 
received by an employer contain fundamen¬ 
tal errors. 

Spelling mistakes, poor punctuation and 
bad design or layout lead the list of worst CV 
crimes. 

Jobsincredit.com interviewed 100 HR pro¬ 
fessionals at some of the UK’s leading organ¬ 
isations. 

As well as poor attention to detail, other 
errors included the omission of qualifica¬ 
tions, key dates and even contact details for 
referees. 

Brett Marlow, director of Jobsincredit.com, 
said: ‘With spelling and grammar checkers 
built into word processors, there’s simply no 
excuse for a CV to contain typos. 

“As for design, the principle offenders are 
the use of outlandish fonts and poor layout. A 
great CV needs to be easy to read.” 

To help improve the country’s CVs, 
Jobsincredit.com offers the following advice. 

Presentation: First impressions really do 
matter so it’s important your CV looks fan¬ 
tastic. If it’s going to be printed and posted, 
use the highest quality paper you can. 
Wherever possible, get your CV printed on a 
laser printer. Never send a photocopied CV. 

Length: One page is ideal and two pages 
are quite acceptable. Some senior or techni¬ 
cal roles may run to three pages - but no 
more. 

Layout: The CV should be eye-catching 
and uncluttered. Use bold text, underlining 
and bullet points to achieve this - but don’t 
go over the top. 

Relevance: Only include the information 
that sells you - prospective employers don’t 
want to waste time reading details irrelevant 
to your ability to fulfil the job role. 



WRITE STUFF: Make sure you get the job of your 
dreams - by ensuring your CV gets you to the interview 

Structure: Place the most relevant infor¬ 
mation at the top so that prospective employ¬ 
ers see this first. 

For example, recent graduates will proba¬ 
bly have stronger qualifications than work 
experience so should describe their education 
before their career summary. 

Profile: All the best CVs have a profession¬ 
al profile on the first page. This should sum¬ 
marise the specific skills acquired during 
studies or employment and should carefully 
avoid any cliches. 

Target the CV: Be focused. Where is your 
career heading? Tailor your CV accordingly. 
Use the profile to emphasise your relevant 
skills and use - but don’t overuse - appropri¬ 
ate terminology and buzzwords. 

Career Gaps: Deal with these carefully 
and tactfully. For example, state just years 
instead of months and years against your 
jobs in a career summary.

To compound such 
selection problems, Hart and Felton both suf¬ 
fered seized engines on a torrid night for 
mechanical mishaps - chief amongst these 
were the recurrent serious clutch difficulties 
suffered by new boy Cunningham’s machinery.

A SENSATIONAL performance at Oulton Park 
on Bank Holiday Monday allowed Shane ‘Shake/ 
Byrne to claim two first-place finishes. 

The Sheppey-bom racer won the first race after an epic battle 
with Leon Haslam on the Honda. 

Shakey had opened up a three-second lead halfway through 
the 18-lap course at Oulton Park. However, after edging out sec¬ 
ond-placed Ashford’s Leon Camier, Haslam pushed Byrne all the 
way, closing the gap to within two-tenths of a second on the 
penultimate lap, but Byrne held firm to keep Haslam at bay. 

Previous joint-championship leader Cal Crutchlow, who was in 
pole position, finished a disappointing sixth which means Byrne 
topped the leader board after the first race. 

Flagged 

However, the action was even more intense in the second race. 
It looked as though Byrne was going to miss out on a top-three 
finish when he slipped a gear on lap three and missed the chicane, 
leaving him in 12th. 

Yet, the Airwaves Ducati rider showed he really is the man to 
beat this season as he moved from 12th to fifth in the space of just 
four laps. He continued to make strides, but it was a collision 
between leader Haslam and Tom Sykes in the 11th that allowed 
Byrne to take the lead and he never looked back. 

A nasty accident to Crutchlow meant the race was red flagged 
in the 13th, but the result was allowed to stand, capping off a 
fantastic weekend for Shakey. 

The two wins means Byrne leads the British Superbike 
Championship on 95 points ahead of Ashford’s Leon Camier 
on 56. The next round of the championship is at Kent’s Brands 
Hatch on Sunday.
